S.O. 38(E).—Whereas by the Order of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the late Ministry of Industry and 
Civil Supplies (Department of Industrial Development) 
No. S.O. 363(E), dated the 22nd May, 1976 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said Order), the Central Go¬ 
vernment authorised the body of persons specified in 
that Order to take over the management of the In¬ 
dustrial Undertaking known as Messrs Britannia En¬ 
gineering Company, Calcutta (Titagarh Unit), (he.e- 
inafter referred to as the said Industrial Undertaking) 
for a period of five years from the 22nd May, 1976;

And, whereas, by the Orders of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of mousey (Department ox 
industrial Development) Nos. 3 . 0 . o7 /(.b), dated 
the 2ist May, 198x, 3.0. 3/2t.B), dated tne 2rst 
May, 1983, 3.0. 396(E), dated 2rst May, 1934 and 
3.0. 870(B), dated the 21st November, 1984, t{je 
Central. Government authorised the said autnonsed 
person to continue to manage the said Industrial 
Undertaing for a further period upto and in¬ 
clusive of 21st January, 1985; 

And, whereas, the Central Government being of 
the opinion that it is expedient in the Public interest 
that the said authorised person should continue to 
manage the said Industrial Undertaking for a further 
period of six months, made an application to the Cal¬ 
cutta High Court praying for the permission to that 
effect, under the proviso io sub-section (2) of section 
18FA of the Industries (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1951 (65 of 195i), and that the said High 
Court has by its Order dated the 21st January, 1985, 
granted the permission for a period of six months. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by the pioviso to sub-section (2) of section 18FA of 
the Industries (Development and Regulations) Act, 
1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government hereby 
directs that the said Order shall continue to have 
effect further period of -six months, on and from the 
22nd January, 1985.
